It is denied, however,
at Berlin that Bancroft has made any repressnta-
tions in fuavor of wedistion.

A correspondent writes from Hamburg, Septems=
ber 11, thnt there are many indientions that the
French will shortly raige the blockade of both the
Ealtic and North Sess. When Fourichon heard
that the Republic had been prociaimed, and him-
self appointed Naval Ninister, he. assemblad the
officers of the squadron on the flagship, and con-
sulted them ts to the expediency of recognizing the
Republic. Nearly all were willing, and Fourichon
started for Cherbourg., The greater portion of the
Baltic fleet is aseembled in Kiwogo Bav, and the

Hamburg has been motitiad to
receive 1200 Freneh prisoners, who will Le placed
on the American steamers in (he harbor.

Lonpon, Sept. 18.—[Special to the New York
Herald. }—Thiers arrived in Engiand to-day. He
looks careworn and 1), and shows a disinclination
to conversation. A few words were Interchanged
with old acquaintances at Dover, who inguired
whether he came as an accredited envoy of the
French Republle? He intimated that he knew of
no Republio, but only a government for tha de-
fence of Paris. s

There is geod nuthorltf for believing that definite
propesitions for peace will be offered on behalf of
the provislonal government of Purls, and that M,
Thiers s authorized to lay them before the British
govervment, whose intervention is solicited. The
terms are as follows: Paywent to Prussia of her
war expenses; destruction of all the forts in Alsace
and Lorraine; the temporary oo upation of Metz
and Strazburg by German troops until the election
of an authorized government for Fraues and the
ratification of the treaty by the proper suthorities,

Lowpon, Bept. 13.—[Special to the New York
Tribune.]—A correspondent at Berlin telegraphs
on Sept. 13, by authority, that the report that Mr,
Bancroft his made representations to the govern-
ment at Washington on the subject of medisation is
utterly unfounded. The United States have not
offered their good offices, but will act if the bellig-
erents request them to do so.

LorDoN, Bept. 15.—[Special to the Now York
Herald ]—A despatch from Beauvals says that
within the past week advances have been made
toward the tnF of Prussia concerning overturcs
of peace. Official intimation has been given that
the King cannot have means of knowing the au-
thority of the pergtons making the propositions,
and that the time has not arrived to receive them,
and it will be time when the Prussian army has
arrived before Paris. The King s still anxious for
such a peace ns will glve sarety in the future and
will make a formal demand on Paris and be ready
to receive the propositions of the authorities.

LoxpoN, Sept. 13.—[Special to the New York
Tribune, }—M. Thiers' Interview with Farl Gran-
ville ig not belleved to have altered the previously
kvown purpose of the English government respeot-
ing intervention. M. Thiers has suthority to pre-
sent certain distinet and novel proposals represent-
ing the utmost limit of concesslons which the
French government are now read{ to make for
pence, He will find England poertectly ready to
communicate these offers to Prussia, but not ready
to urg‘a them upon ber acceptance nor to assume
any kind of responsibility in presenting them for
consideration,

i have sutbority for saylng that there is no truth
whatever In the statement that England has tor-
warded & note to the Prussian government de-
munding an armistice in the name of the neutral
Powers, What has happened is this: The French
government addressed an Informul communication
to England, expressing a desire that the latter would
convey to Prussia the readiness of France to accept
an armistice, and her sincere desire for peace on a
practicable and durable basis. France wishes that
such communication should be made through some
peutral and friendly Power, pather than directly
from her own Forelgn Office to the Prussian camp.

Earl Granville replied that he would gladly be
the means of communication between the two bel-
ligerent Powers, and that the good offices of Eng-
land, so far ag they could avall, were at the service
of either Power, It is understood that he was not
nsked to address to Prussis any representation or
reéquest of &any kind as coming from England, It
had, therefore, not been necessary to refect any
suoh application, but the Forelgn Office hus neces-
sarily considered the !mulhlllly of such a request
being made; and, while it does not desire to make
any arrangement in advance, has no reasoun for
concealing its views, which are, in fact, believed to
be well understood by both belligerents. Thelr
views are not favorable to intervention. The effort
which England made to avert the outbreak of hos-
tilities having been tﬂecud by France, Earl
Granville does not think the elrcumstances now
warrant interference to save France from the con-
sequences of her own deliberate act.

Pames, Sept. 13.—[Special to the Now York
Times, ] —The iden hus been started in Berlin of
converting Alsace and Lorraine into an indc{wu-
dent Republie, and itis regardod with favor in Lon-
don, It looked on as & condition to which both
balligerents can agree. A letter from Dr. Marion
Sims, who I8 doing lospital service in the Frenoh
army, states that the American ambulances have
been more uegeful than others, but adds: “*“We want
everything, and have sent to England for necassa-
ries, Whata pll; our splendid stock I8 locked up
in the Xuoe de la Paix."”

Parig, Bept. 18.—[Special to the New York
Herald.)—A correspondont of the Herald had an
interview with Vietor Hugo, at which the latter
anid he had determined to address a special appaal
to the American peoplo, *‘Since you last eaw me,"
he gnld, “‘the snows of many vears have whitened
my head, but years of exile have not deadened my
heart. Desolation tills France to-day. The sight
of the misfortnnes which have befallen thia un-
happy land are too poignant to express in words,
This fs the work of & man who 18 now explating
bis crimes. Diut why should the conqueror not be
satinted with the blood of 20 many victims alréady
sacrificed by his anholy ambition? Why should
the King of Prussia, who deolared that he warred
not upon the people of France, not be content,
now that his antagonist has been stricken and has
disappeared from the goene of strife? The full of
Bonaparte allows me to return to my home, after
an exile of nincteen Eears. \\"h{‘ are we to be
rlaughlored? Is it right that we should be slaugh-
teréd on our hearths because Prussia was provoked
by a eriminatewhom Providence has overtaken?

“It will ba an eternal disgrace to the King of
Pruseis il he rofuses o sheath his bloody sword,
now that the cause is gone which indaced him to
drew it. The people of Germany are as hnmane as
they are courageons, Their King mistakes their
seniiments if he thinks it is their wish to prolong
this frightful batchery and degrade a naticn which
has been drngiml into & contlet. An appeal ad-
dreéssed to® all Christian Germans was the only re-
gpouse to many salutations reccived from every
quarter of the tatherland to raise my humble voica
against the barbarity of this war. I thank God it
hias been heard, for to-day I reccived a letter from
the camp of King Willinm signed by 10,000 men-at-
arms, eaying that they shrink from slanghter,
Will not the United States, the common home of
&0 many Germaus and French, will not its citizens,
if the ?ovurnment refuses, make a Christian effort
to extinguish the borrid torch of war? Will not
the elder gister of the young republic streteh forth
the band of remonsirance sagainst untold ealami-
ties which threaten us. I will appeal to them, o,
in my own humble nume, and may Heaven vouch-
safe that mr accents of anguish may reach their
hearts, and inclive them to protest, In the name of
reason and humanity, against more waste of life,
against the sacritice of u people at the command of
a kivg, against the infliction of death upon an un-
oftending brother people.”

In wlli y to a question, Victor Hugo sald hs be-
lieved the Repuoblic would accept peace on any
Lonorable terms short of yielding territory.
There 18 great movemsnt in every part of the eity
to day. The last departures and linal concentra-
tion of troops on the near approach of the Prussinusg
gcems to have aroused the military ardor of the
people. The streets are filled with thousands of
suldiers marching sud countermarching from point
to point. Rochetort has been appointed commander
of barricades, Louls Blanc has a striking article in
the Revedlle, in which he proposes that Prussia shall
leave the people of Alsmce and Lorriine to vote
whether they will attach themselves to France or
Germany.
